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BUY STAMP BOOKS 
Some of those in the long line at the postoffice win­ 
dow were business people, waiting to buy stamps in 
quantity. 
Some were parents with packages for sold­ 
iers in distant lands or camps. Some waited to buy their 
monthly bonds or weekly war stamps, others for money 
orders. There was a scattering of housewives who had 
to buy stamps for letters and bills before tackling the 
lengthy marketing process. 
Some of these mad babies 
rn buggies or small folk, only too active. 
The clerk was attending to this various business 
with skill and dispatch, but even so it was long and tire­ 
some. Then a woman approached the window who had 
bought three three-cent stamps the other day, and when 
she got home one was torn. 
She had turned out her 
whole hand-bag but there was only half there. She just 
didn’t know what to do. Could she use the half on a let­ 
ter? Or would the clerk give her the three cents back? 
She made a long story of it and left the window only 
after a good deal of argument. Tile clerk was patient, 
but he had to be firm. 
Meantime harassed legitimate 
buyers had to wait. 
This is a true tale, though fortunately exceptional. 
No wonder the Post Office Department is urging the 
buying of 73-cent stamp books which save time for clerk, 
purchaser and others, and which keep the stamps in 
good shape. 


SUMMER COLDS 
Answering the question “What to do for a summer 
cold?” an Associated Press feature writer advises— 
“the same as you’d do for a winter one!” 
At least he says th at’s the advice of medical auth­ 
orities, who say that both cases of sniffles are actually 
brothers under your skin, and differ only in the season 
in which they come. 
This is a very timely subject for discussion among 
a few hundreds of Warren citizens who have been com­ 
plaining of such illness the past few days. 
Contrary to popular opinion summer colds are usu­ 
ally easier to get rid of than their cold weather breth­ 
ren. 
Actually, not much is known about acute coryza 
or acute rhinitis—which is what medical men call a 
running nose after the patients go home—but the most 
widely accepted treatment is to get plenty of rest, eat 
moderately and avoid exposure to cold air. 
Sunshine is a good cold-chaser, but doctors say it 
is better not to swim when the sniffles strike. 
If symptoms of a cold persist in summer, it’s likely to 
be a sneeze of a different color—hay-fever, for instance. 
A common type of hayfever occurs in early Autumn, 
the result of pollen being carried by the wind right into 
the nasal tract. 
Doctors advise two ways of beating hayfever: 
Get away from the atmosphere where the pollen 
blows. 
This may be difficult, however, for the pollens 
of ragweed and goldenr< d are light and can be carried 
by the wind for long distances. 
Or build up an immunity. 
Doctors will do this by 
finding the allergy and then give small doses of the of­ 
fending substance until finally the body builds up a tol­ 
erance* for it 
and it becomes nothing to sneeze at.

For the Victory Gardener the
